It  will  be  seen  from  the  table,  1st.  Tliat  the  nearer 
the  time  of  the  Moon's  change.  First  Quarter,  Full, 
and  liast  Quarter,  is  to  Midnight^  the  fairer  will  the 
weather  be  during  the  seven  days  following;  the 
space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  at  night 
till  two  next  morning. 

2.— That  the  nearer  io3f id-day,  or  i\^oow,  these  pha- 
ses of  the  moon  happen,  the  more  foul  or  wet  the 
weather  may  be  expected  during  the  next  seven  days ; 
the  space  for  this  calculation  occupies  from  ten  in  the 
forenoon  to  two  in  the  afternoon.  These  observations 
refer  principally  to  summer,  though  they  affect  spring 
and  autumn  to  a  considerable  extent. 

3. — That  the  Moon's  Change,  First  Quarter,  Full, 
and  Last  Quarter,  happenhig  during  six  of  the  after- 
noon hours,  i.  e.  from  four  to  ten,  may  be  followed  by 
fair  weather;  but  this  is  mostly  dependent  on  the 
icind,  as  it  is  noted  in  the  table. 

Though  the  weather  is  more  uncertain  in  the  latter 
part  of  autumn,  the  whole  of  winter,  and  the  begin- 
ning of  spring;  yet,  in  the  main,  the  above  observa- 
tions will  apply  to  those  periods  also.

At  the  head  of  the  respective  pages  for  each  month 
are  given  the  ordinary  tables  of  the  changes  and 
quadratures  of  the  Moon.  The  1st  and  2nd  columns 
show  the  mean  times  of  the  rising  and  setting  of  the 
Sun.  The  quantities  are  only  set  down  to  the  nearest 
minute,  the  uncertahity  of  the  observed  times  of  the 
rising  or  setting  of  heavenly  bodies  on  land,  caused 
by  the  varying  amount  of  horizontal  refraction  and 
the  general  liability  to  the  intervention  of  terrestrial 
objects  in  such  observations,  renders  a  closer  ap* 
proximation  unnecessary  for  ordinary  practical  pur- 
poses. The  3rd  column  contains  the  mean  times  of 
the  rising  or  setting  of  the  Moon.  The  quanthies  are 
only  set  down  to  the  nearest  minute,  for  the  reasons 
mentioned  above  in  respect  to  the  Suni

Letters  for  Halifax,  specially  addressed  by  British 
Mail  Steamer^  from  Boston,  are  raled  T^d.  cy. 

liCtters  for  Newfoundland  addressed  by  Br.  Mail 
Steamer,  as  above,  Is.  cy. 
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Pre-pay menl  of  the  above  letters  is  optional,  with 
the  exception  of  those  for  Bermuda  and  the  West 
Indies,  which  must  be  pre-paid. 

Letters  posted  at  any  Office  in  Canada,  addressed 
to  any  pUice  in  the  United  States,  except  California 
and  Oregon,  are  to  be  rated  with  a  uniform  rate  of 
six-pence,  currency,  per  half-ounce.

or  Papers  addressed  to  Subscribers. 

British,  Colonial  and  Foreign  Newspapers  can  be 
re-posled  in  Canada,  subject  to  one  halfpenny  postage 

Supplements  charged  as  distinct  new?i)apers. 

Newspapers,  Pamplilets,  &c. ,  posted  in  Canada, 
addressed  to  the  United  States,  including  California 
and  Oregon,  are,  excepting  such  as  are  hereinafter 
differently  provided  for,  forwarded  through  the  Post 
at  the  same  rates  of  charge  as  if  addressed  to  a  place 
within  the  Province  ;  the  said  rates  must  however  be 
pre-paid — as,  if  the  ordinary  Canada  rate  is  not  paid 
at  the  time  of  posting  a  newspaper  or  pamphlet,  &c. 
it  cannot  be  forwarded  to  the  United  Slates. 

United  States  Newspapers,  Pamphlets,  &c.,  ad- 
dressed to  places  in  Canada,  will  be  received  in  the 
Province  with  the  American  Postage  thereon  pre- 
paid— leaving  the  ordinary  Canada  rate  of  charge 
from  the  frontier  line  to  the  place  of  destination  to 
be,  in  all  cases,  with  the  exceptions  hereinat^ter  provi- 
ded for,  collected  by  the  Post  Master  who  may  de- 
liver the  same  in  Canada.

Printed  Documents  coming  from  the  United  States, 
addressed  to  ilie  publisher  or  editor  of  a  newspaper  in 
this  Province,  are  to  be  delivered  to  the  said  publisher 
or  editor  free  of  any  Canada  charge — such  docu- 
ments must  be  without  any  covers,  or  in  covers  open 
at  the  emh  or  sides. 

The  Canada  Postage  Stamps  when  used  will  be 
taken  in  the  United  States  as  evidence  of  pre-pay ment 
of  postage  on  letters  going  from  Canada  lo  the  United 
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States,  and  ia  like   maimer  the  United  States  Post- 
age Stamps  on  Letters  comins^  into  Conada  are  to  be 
taken  by  Post  Masters  in  this  Province  as  evidence  of 
pre-payment  having  been  made  in  the  United  Slates.

PRINTED    CIRCULARS,    PRICE    CURRENTS, 
PAMPHLETS,  &c.  &c. 

1.  Upon  each  printed  circular,  price  current  or 
handbill,  and  other  printed  matter  of  a  like  descrip- 
tion, when  uucoiniecied  with  any  manuscript  or  writ- 
ten communication  and  of  no  greater  weight  than  one 
ounce,  there  shall  be  charged  one  penny;  and  for 
each  additional  ounce  or  fraction  of  an  ounce,  one 
penny  additonal. 

2.  Upon  each  periodical  or  magazine,  pamphlet 
and  book,  bound  or  unbound,  there  shall  be  charged 
a  rate  of  one  half-pennv  per  ounce. 

3.  Pre-payment  of  the  foregoing  rates  will  be  op- 
tional, except  when  the  printed  matter  is  addressed 
to  the  United  States,  and  in  that  case  the  charge  must 
invariably  be  pre-paid.

Publishers  in  Canada  of  periodicals  and  man^a- 
zines  will  be  allowed  to  inlerchange  their  publica- 
tions free  of  postage,  provided  that  such  interchange 
be  confined  to  one  single  copy  of  each  publication. 

6.  Circulars  and  other  printed  papers  must'be  sent 
unsealed,  and  pamphlets,  periodicals,  magazines, 
books,  &c.,  must  be  put  up  in  covers  open  at  the  ends 
or  sides  to  pass  at  the  above  rates,  and  if  these  Regu- 
lations are  not  strictly  complied  with,  or  if  any  such 
printed  paper,  pamphlet,  periodical,  magaznie  or 
book,  be  found  to  contain  any  w^riting  other  than  the 
address,  the  said  printed  paper,  pamphlet,  &c.,  is  to 
be  rated  witli  letter  postage. 

7.  No  book  or  packet  of  periodicals,  magazines, 
&c.,  can  be  forwarded  through  the  post,  if  exceeding 
the  weight  of  forty-eight  ounces. 

BOOK  POST  WITH  ENGLAND.

The  above  charge  must  always  be  pre-paid,  on 
printed  books,  &c.  &c. ,  sent  to  the  United  Kingdom 
under  this  regulation,  at  \he  time  of  posting  in  Can- 
ada; and  the  pre-payment  must  be  made  in  money, 
and  cannot  be  taken  in  Canada  Postage  Stamps. 
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The  following  conditions  must  be  strictly  observed : 

Only  one  volume  or  book  in  a  parcel. 

The  books,  &c.  must  be  sent  in  covers,  open  at  the 
sides. 

There  must  be  no  word  or  communication  printed 
on  the  book,  pamphlet,  magazine,  &c.,  after  its  pub- 
lication, or  upon  the  cover  thereof,  nor  any  writing 
or  marks  upon  it,  or  upon  the  cover  of  it,  except  the 
name  and  address  of  the  person  to  whom  sent. 

There  shall  be  no  paper  or  thing  enclosed  in  or  with 
such  book,  pamphlet,  &c«
